He Might Want 25 Per Cent Again. 

This is Mr, Edward S. Wilson, the Demo- 
cratic nominee for State Treasurer. He had 
some experience in shaving“ with public 
money while Samson Taylor’s deputy. 
Wouldn’t he be a beauty handling the million 
or two of dollars of the funds of Illinois al- 
ways in the State Treasnry? 

Is it not strange that the man whose pecul- 
iar genius for handling public moneys was 
developed so early in his career commended 
himself to a Democratic State convention as a 
more suitable candidate from the party point 
of view than Willie Fitzgerald? 

Among other scraps of local history asso- 
ciated with Wilson’s name is a story familiar 
to every citizen of Olney. It shows how a 
greedy, grasping man like Wilson may at times 
overreach himself. A portion of the ground 
on which the town of Olney is built was en- 
tered in 1820 by David Rawlings, who 
afterward transferred to one James 
Elliott a certificate for a part of the tract. A 
patent was issued to Elliott in which patent 
the land is described as being in township 
No. 4, south of the range, instead of north, 
thus describing u tract of land forty miles 
away. * 

Elliott conveyéd the eighty acres to Thomas 
W. Lilly, describing the land accurately, and 
Lilly platted it into town lots, now a part of 
the City of Olney. Wilson, while engaged in 
making a set of abstract books, discovered the 
error above mentioned. The land had been 
in the possession of Lilly and his grantees for 
fifty years and the title had never been called 
in question. 

Another Chance to Make an Honest Penny. 

Wilson thought he saw a chance to make a 
big grab, so he laid in enough Porterfield 
script to allow him to enter eighty acres, and 
slipping down to the land office at Springfield 
he entered this tract. Then he returned to 
Olney and awaited developments. 

The owners of the lots, when they discovered 
the trick, were badly frightened. Wilson said 
he was willing to settle, but nobody settled. 

A mass-meeting was held and $2,500 was 
raised for the purpose of quieting the title, 
and Wilson’s neighbors gave him the live- 
liest game he had ever had in 
his life. The suit against Wilson 
Was taken by him on a change of venue to 
Jasper County. Public feeling ran high and 
those whose homes he was trying to steal 
freely threatened him with bodily violence if 
the issue turned in his favor. The Jasper 
County court decided against Wilson and he 
appealed the case to the Supreme Court of the 


State. 
His Little Scheme Didn’t Work. 


At the January term of the court, 1875, Mr. 
Justice Sheldon affirmed the decision of the 
court below, the full bench concurring. On 
page 77, 77th Illinois, Wilson vs. Byers et al., 
occurs this passage: 

Wilson purchased the land with notice and in 
consequent fraud of the rights of the complain- 
ants or their grantor, and held the title which he 
acquired but as their trustee. Whatever the sum 
he might have paid for the land it would in no 
wise affect complainant’s right to a conveyance 
of the legal title. 

Proceedings were also begun against Wil- 
son in the Circuit Court of the United States 
for the Southern jurisdiction of Illinois. An 
injunction restraining Wilson from institut- 
ing vexatious suits at law or transferring his 
alleged title was granted and made perpetual. 
Wilson made several attempts to get a re- 
hearing and failed. He did succeed in getting 
$150 out of one of his neighbors, who pre- 
ferred paying that amount rather than suffer 
the anroyance of litigation. But his effort to 
beat half the people of the town out of their 
homes on a technicality, pronounced by the 
Supreme Court of the State a fraud, failed. 


SHOT BY HIS DRUNKEN COMPANIONS, 


A Milwaukee Boy Receives a Dangerous 
Gunshot Wound—Other Items, 

Mitwavxesz, Wis., Oct. 19.—[Special. ]—Al- 
bert Engles, 17 years of age, is at St. Mary's 
Hospital with an ugly gunshot wound in his 
leg, and his three elder brothers and a com- 
panion named Julius Dall are under arrest 
for the shooting. The five started out hunt- 
ing this morning, and all of them were well 
under the influence of liquor when they 
reached the hunting grounds north of the city. 
When a farmer named McShane attempted 
to drive them off his premises the elder of the 
Engles brothers turned his gun on him and 
threatened to shoot. The farmer grabbed the 
barrel of the gun, and in a scuffle in which all 
took a hand the younger Engles was shot. He 
may lose his leg. 

Two very youthful burglars and horse- 
thieves are locked up at the Central Stat on 
tonight. They are Eddie Field, aged 13, and 
Charles Speiehtr, aged 10. They were brought 
back by a detective from Bristol, Wis., where 
they had driven a horse and buggy which they 
stole last Tuesday from the premises of Fred 
Hesse on the South Side. Four burglaries on 
the South Side are also charged against the 
boys and they admit them all, having different 
nights entered a grocery, bakery, a butcher- 
shop, and a barber-shop. At each place they 
entered through a window, and, after ransack- 
ing the cash-drawer, took such articles as they 
could carry. Both are the sons of respectable 
parents.

TO FIGHT IT IS TREASON. 


THE REV. DR. THOMAS’ VIEWS ON 
COMPULSORY EDUCATION, 


To Oppose the Public School, He Says, Is 
to Be at War with the Deepest and 
Dearest Sentiments of the American 
Heart, and Is a Blow at the Life of the 
Nation—The Government Will Triumph 
—Keep the Bible Out—Dr, Withrow on 
the Same Text. 


Dr. Thomas preached yesterday at the Co- 
lumbia Theater to a large congregation on 
the es Rising Generation and Compulsory Ed- 
ucation.”’ He took his text from Prov. xxii., 6: 

Train up a child in the way he should go, and 
when he is old he will not depart from it. 

In the course of the sermon he said. 

It is the plan of God that the earth should 
be the home of successive generations, and 
that each should come to toil along the ap- 
pointed lines of labor and thought and right- 
eousness, and that trom these should arise the 
progressive institutionalized forms of the 
good. But such a plan necessitates the con- 
tinuous training of each rising generation 
that it may take the places of those who are 
passing away, and we might reasonably ex- 


pect that in such a vast and continuous 


order of hfe there should be some 
great natural provision for such a work; 
and this we find in the institution of matri- 
mony, and in the prolonged period of child- 
hood and youth. Matrimony means that each 
child coming into the world should have a 
lawful and recognized parentage and be wel- 
comed toa home of loving care; and the pro- 
longed years of childhood mean that there 
should be time for training and preparation 
for the work of life. There is no trust more 
sacred than that of caring for the future men 
and women of the world, and no reward so 
great as seeing children grow up into beauty 
and strength. 

“It is a suggestive fact that the great ma- 
jority of mankind is honest and iadustrious 
and is trying to do right. It is from the com- 
paratively few that society suffers most.“ 

Illinois Strangely Neglectful. 


Dr. Thomas spoke of the orphans and chil- 
dren of the poor born in misery and igno- 
rance. He said that Illinois had been strange- 
ly neglectful in providing for ‘these unfortu- 
nates, far more than some other States. The 
age was coming to a clearer realization of 
duty and of the interests of society in these 
matters, and the time would soon come when 


the awakened mind and conscience would 


look back with amazement at the neglect of 
the past. 

Ik the power of the Government is intrust- 
ed to the people, and if they are to serve on 
our juries and elect representatives to make 
their laws,“ he continued, it is clearly the 
right and duty of the State to demand that 
they be qualified for such responsibilities; that 
they at least be able to read and write and 
speak the language of the Government. 


The State or the Church. 


But just here is the good of the present re- 
ligio-political controversy in our country; not 
alone now mainly on the language that should 
be taught, but upon the far deeper question as 
to whether our right to teach belongs to the 
State or the Church. Itis this old question 
over which the nations of the Old World have 
so. long debated and fought; and at bottom it 
is..the question whether the State or Church 
has the right to rule mankind. The founders 
of our Government solved that question by 
drawing a line between the civil and the eccle- 
siastical by at once and forever separating 
the State from the Church; so that here there 
come in no State religion, and hence no gov- 


ernment of Church over the people, but the. 


equal rights of conscience and belief and wor- 
ship for all. And in this they acted with far- 
seeing wisdom and justice, for the authority 
of the State must be affection, whilst that of 
religion or the Church should be only moral. 
Neither Catholic nor Protestant, 

This Government does not aim to make 
Jews or Christians, Catholics or Protestents, 
but good citizens, and hence it throws its 
broad mantle of protection over all alike. Nor 
does itin any sense attempt to interfere with 
the religious edueation of the rising genera- 
tion; it leaves that to the parents in the homes 
of the children and to the churches. Nor 
does it prescribe the school to which any child 
shall be sent; but it does insist upon the right 
of every child toa fair education; and our own 
and some ofthe other States have declared 
that these rights shall not be denied; and that 
educationshall be compulsory; and this Gov- 
ernment does declare and will at all cost 
maintain its right to Have its own free schools 
to which the millions may go. 

„And to fight the public schools or seek to 
divert the public funds for sectarian purposes 
is not only to be at war with the deepest and 
dearest sentiments of the American heart, it 
is more and worse, for however it may be 
cloaked or covered up it is a blow at the life 
of the Nation. It is treason. This broad land 
welcomes alike all nationalities and religions 
of the Old World, and as citizeng they have 
equal rights. But this is America and not 
Portugal or Spain or Russia, and as such it is 
neither Catholic nor Protestiint, Lutheran nor 
Methodist, but a great free home for all. 
And the sooner this is understood the better. 

The Bennett Law American. 

The present controversy over the public- 
school question should be kept free from mis- 
understandipgs and side issues. It is in no 
sense a question of theological differences, for 
upon the essential questions of theology the 
Orthodox and Romanists are substantially at 
one. It is the one question whether the State 
or the Church has the right to educate. The 
Catholic Church claims it as a Divine right. 
The State claims it as a civil right. Between 
the two there is no middle ground of compro- 
mise. There is not room for the enforcement 
of both of these claims in this land; one or the 
other must triumph. And it is certain the 
Government will not fail. 

If the Bennett law is in any particular un- 
just or oppressive it should be amended, but 
in spirit and purpose it is American. It is in 
sympathy with the givers of our laws and in- 
stitutions, and as such it should be supported 
by all those who love country more than 
party. And the politicians who would stand 
on neutral ground on this great question, or 
would seek compromising alliances in the 
hope of mere gains will yet see their mistake. 

Either Public or None at All. 

‘We must either have public schools as 
such or not have them atall. Once consent 
to any division of funds compromise 
betweenthe religious sects, and the 
pride and strength of this land 
are gone. We do not want Catholic or Luther- 
an histories. We do not want Presbyter- 
ian arithmetics or Baptist grammars; but 
books of languages and sciences as they are. 
Nor would I put the Bible in the schools now 
that it is out and has become a ground of dis- 
pute. The Bible has no magical value. It did 
not create the principles of morality, nor are 
they dependent upon it. They can be taught 
without it, and as such they should be taught 
in our public schools. We all believe in re- 
ligion and religious education and we deplore 
its negleet and lack among the people; but

As sappers and miners who are a long 
time busily at work out of sight, so the in- 
fluences which are unfriendly to our public 
schools as they now stand have been acting 
quietly. 3 

„The movement has been in charge of the 
most skillful tacticians that ‘ever managed a 
campaign and only of late have they 
disclosed clearly any part of their 
plans. They have gained a suppressing power 
over the public press to an alarming extent. 
They in a quiet way havehad cut from com- 
mon-school books and removed from the

The Quincy Girl Who Killed Her Betrayer 
Dies from Her Wound. 

Quincy, III., Oct. 19.—[Special.]—Miss 
Lillie Booth, the woman who yesterday killed 
her betrayer, D. G. Price, and was then acci- 
dentally shot by her own weapon, died at St.

Through it all shone the 
triumphant beauty of Christ. Rome was the 
aoe of the energy of brute force displaced 
by Christ’s reign of love. Touching on the 
inability of men to read the book of human 
life Dr. Gunsaulus said: 

Ibe best poems are those of lament; the 
best philosophy a little agnostic; the best 
minds say that it is impossible to open it. 
Read the best omit pee century thought that 
expresses itself trul¥ and you will find it full 
of lament because the book cannot be read. 
Enough tears have been shed to wash the 
problem away, but it remains in your life and 
mine. The answer is not to be found in liter- 
ature, but in cross.” 

Dr. Gunsaulus recalled a few of the ques-

Among 
their many labors none are more worthy of 
mention than their weekly visits to St. Luke’s 
Hospital, where their ministering hands alle- 
viate the sufferings of the sick and wounded. 


AMONG ALASKA’S GIANT GLACIERS. 


Interesting Report of a Government Expe- 
dition to Mount St. Elias, 

Wasmxorox, D. C., Oct. 19.—The scientific 
expedition sent out last spring under the joint 
auspices of the National Geographical Society 
and the United States Geological Survey for 
the purpose of exploring the region about 
Mount St. Elias, Alaska, has returned. Mr. 
Russell, who organized the expedition and had 
charge of the work, has written a report of 
the expedition, from which the following facts 
are taken: 

The party proceeded on the United States 
steamship Pinta to the mouth of Yukatat Bay, 
an inlet extending inward thirty miles. The 
voyage up the bay was made in small boats 
and canoes. Upon landing the explorers found 
themselves on a wild shore encumbered by 
icebergs. A few miles back was a majestic 
mountain range. One of the excursions took 
the party to an island near the head of the 


From its summit, which rises boldly a thou- 
sand feet above the water, a magnificent view 
was obtained of avast stretch of snow-clad 
mountains from which glaciers of great mag- 
nitude descended to the sea, and ended in 
cliffs several hundred feet high, From there 
the icebergs crowding the bay were derived. 
One of these glaciers we named after Dalton 
the pioneer explorer of the region; another of 
large size at the head of the bay was named in 
honor of Gardner Hubbard, the President of 
the National Geographical Society. A mag- 
nificent mountain peak rising some 10,000 
feet immediately above the Hubbard glacier 
received the same name. 

After remaining about Yukatat Bay for 
awhile the party s on a march toward 
the Mountain of St. Elias. Fully nine-tenths 
of the journey was over glaciers and snow- 
fields. Camp was pitched’Aug. 1 on an island 
of rock half-way between the bay and St. 
Elias. The island was surrounded by vast 
glaciers, but was covered with beautiful flow- 
ers, rank ferns, and dense spruce trees. Three 
attempts were made to ascend St. Elias, but 
heavy snow-storms prevented, and the party 
returned to the island. After this an excur- 
sion was made far out on the great Piedmont 
2 which forms a plateau about 1,500 

eet high, stretching along the southern base of 

the St. Elias range. This glacier is of the 
continental type in distinction from the Al- 
pine glaciers, and has an area by estimate of 
about 1,000 square miles. Itis the largest 
glacier known in the Northern Hemisphere, 
with the exception of the ice fields of Green- 
land. The party returned to Yukatat Bay in 
September and returned to Port Townsend in 
October. 

The measurements made have determined 
that all the mountains in this region are lower 
than was previously sup and that St. 
Elias, instead of being the highest point in 
North America, is in reality a second-rate 
mountain. Its elevation, instead of being 
19,500 feet, as previously considered, is about 
13,500. Mount Cook has an elevation of 10,250 
and Vancouver 9,400. Many other peaks in 
the same region are as elevated as Cook and 
Vancouver, but St. Elias is higher than any of 
its immediate neighbors. )

In the fourth act Cleopatra, who has arrived 
at the palace in Actium, overhears a love 
scene between Antony and Octavia. Cleopatra 
enters, Antony renounces her, and a passion- 
ate dialogue ensues between them, 
filled with mutual accusations of bad 
taith, but

greatest scenes in the play. The fifth act 
takes place at Alexandria, in Cleopatra’s 
chamber, after the rout at Actium. Antony 
enters in a wretched state and accuses her 
of cowardice.

Cleopatra admits that she is a magician. 
She displays the Temple of Isis, and sings a 
weird incantation to Typhon to disperse the 
vessels of Octavius.

l. Octavius enters and Agtony, mortally 
wounded, falls at his feet and dies caressed by 
Cleopatra, who, the poison taking efiect, asks:

The price of whisky is going to 
rise, aud the result will be we will all be killed by 
drinking poor whisky. 

That fetched the boys. There was one 
unanimous explosion of wrath against Mc- 
Kinley and his bill, and all agreed that their 
liberties were threatened. But their alarm 
was causeless. The McKinley bill has left the 
tax on whisky unchanged, and the increased 
duties on French wine and Cuban cigars do 
not affect the Democratic rank and file. Mr. 
Harrison knows that the tax on American 
smoking and chewing tobaccos has been re- 
duced 25 per cent and that on whisky left 
alone, but it was necessary for him to say 
something to warm up the boys—even if said 
at the expense of truth.

SPEAKER REED SUSTAINED IN COUNTING 
A QUORUM. 
April 30 last the House of Representatives 


passed a bill, which subsequently became a 


law, raising the duties on worsted goods and be 


making them the same as on woolens. When 
the final vote was taken on it in the House 
the Democrats were in one of their obstrep- 
erous moods and declined to vote, so that the 
Speaker was obliged, under the new rule of 
the House, to count a quorum when he saw it 
there before him. The journal shows that the 
yeas were 188, nays none, not voting 189; 
that the Clerk, by the Speaker’s order, an- 
nounced the names of seventy-five members 
plainly present in their seats but not voting 
when their names were called; and that the 
Speaker then said: The names of the mem- 
bers present and not voting, seventy-five in 
number, together with 138 voting in the 
affirmative, being 213 in all, more than a 
quorum necessary under the Constitution to 
transact business, the Chair announces that 
the bill is passed. 

The Democratic importers, acting under ‘in- 
structions from party members at Washing- 
ton, contested the constitutionality of the law 
thus passed and the right of the House to count 
as present those present and not voting and 
making a quorum by counting members pres- 
ent who would not vote. 

The Board of General Appraisers for the 
Port of New York has just made a decision on 
this point, which is understood to have been 
written by Mr. Somerville, the Democratic 
member. It sustains absolutely the right of 
the House to adopt the rule under which a 
quorum can be counted, and is a thorough 
vindication of the course pursued by Speaker 


According to the decision the question to be 
passed on by the board was in brief: Can the 
House authorize its journals to be prepared so 
as to show a quorum present, though many of 
those included voted neither yea nor nay? 
The answer is that that authority follows by 
implication from the constitutional power to 
keep a journal, which carries with it the power 
to make it speak the truth; the power to com- 
pel the attendance of members, which implies 
the power to utilize their attendance after 
their corporal presence is enforced; and the 
power of Congress to make its own rules of 
parliamentary proceedings, which embraces 
the authority to adopt any method of ascer- 
taining the existence of a quorum not pro- 
hibited by the Constitu tion. 

The Constitution, says the board, must be 
construed in the light of the principles of the 
common law, one of whose rules is that a ma- 
jority of the quorum ofan assembly actually 
present must control, although less than a 
quorum may vote. This is said to be the un- 
disputed law of both England and America 


in reference to corporations, public and 


private, including municipal corporations. 
Reference is made to a number of decisions 


| of English and American courts, many of 


which were printed at the time the matter 
was the subject of publicdiscussion and which 
sustain this rule unqualifiedly. 

The board can see no reason why Congress, 
which is given the express power to deter- 
mine the rules of its proceedings,” cannot 
change its previous rule on the sub- 
ject of ascertaining the presence of 
a quorum and adopt anew one. Nothing 
short of a constitutional prohibition can de- 
prive it of that power, The purpose of the 
new rule, says the decision, is to prevent the 
unreasonable obstruction of business by tlie 
mere silence of members who are present and 
refuse to vote. Members cannot, by refus- 
ing to vote at all, accomplish more towards

AMERICAN AND FOREIGN WORKINGMEN. 
Whenever the editor of the Courier-Journal 
takes Sacer fone to speak more cor- 
rectly, a new economic fad, he champions it 
with all the fervor of his once fresh young 
nature. It becomes his Dulcmea del Toboso, 
the faultless among women, in whose behalf 
he is ready to bestride his editorial chair, 
couch hié pen, and challenge the world to bat- 
tle. To others his Duleinea may seem a 
frowsy, ragged jade, but to him she is the 
Queen of Beauty and he is her loyal knight. 

The present whim of the editor of the 
Courier-Journal is that the higher wages of 
the American workingman, as compared 
with the-Englishman, German, Frenchman, 
Belgian, etc., are due not to protection, but to 
the fact that he does enough more work than 
the others to entitle him to the better pay. 
For the moment Mr. Watterson is as bent on 
proving this as he was on rushing the Tilden 
forces of Kentucky on to Washington to instal 
that person as President. In the course of a 
month or so he will abandon this fad and take 
up something else. 

A few days ago Tus Trrsunz, contesting, 
the accuracy of Mr. Watterson’s assumption, 
called on him for evidence of its correctness. 
It stated that what a Secretary of State might 
say, whether Republican or Democrat, had no 
weight so long as he had merely hearsay tes- 
timony to offer. It stated thatthe impres 
sions and beliefs of Consuls were of small 
value, and asked Mr. Watterson for figures. 
He has given some statistics showing that in 
1880 the operatives in the cotton, woolen, and 
silk mills of the country handled more pounds 
of cotton, wool, and silk per operative than 
the employés in the textile industries of Great 
Britain and Germany did in 1883. 

Mr. Watterson believes his figures are flaw- 
less, but they are open to the following serious 
objections: Take those for cotton. In 1883, 
according to Mr. Watterson, the English oper- 
ative spun 2,914 pounds, and the American 
operative, in 1880, 4,350. But figures of this 
kind vary from year to year. If business is 
good, operatives work full time. If business 
is bad, they work half-time, and each one 
seems, on the basis of the number of pounds 
of cotton or wool spun, to be only half as ef 
ficient. While, other things being equal, statis- 
tics of the kind relied on by Mr. Watterson 
have their value, to be worth anything they 
must cover a number of years, so as to get rid 
of this disturbing element of varying manu- 
facturing activity. 

In the next place, while 39 per cent of those 
in English textile establishments are men, in 
the American mills 48 per cent are men. On 
the average, men do more work than women. 

But most important of all, English and 
American operatives cannot be compared in- 
telligently without taking into consideration 
the kind of work they turn out. The finer cot- 
ton goods are much more extensively made in 
England than in this country. But the finer 
the fabric the longer the time taken by the 
operative to the pound of cotton. It takes 
more time to convert a pound of raw cotton 
into yarn 550 fine than No. 60 or No. 100, just 
as it takes a man longer to work a pound of 
steel into razor blades than a plowshare. 
The man making lawns will spin fewer pounds 
of cotton per year than the one making com- 
mon cloth. Thus if Mr, Watterson will con- 
sult the census of 1880 he will find that the op- 
ratives in the cotton factories of the Southern 
States spun 5,040 pounds of cotton per man, 
while those in Rhode Island spun but 8,780, 
No one will claim that the former were the 
more efficient, but they were working on coarse 
instead of fine goods, and therefore handled 
more pounds of cotton in the same time. 

Mr. Watterson will see that his figures will 
not do, for they do not show the comparative 
efficiency of men working on the same class of 
goods. But theconvincing reductio ad absurd- 
um of his argument is this: If, as he contends, 
the manufacturer is enabled to charge more 
by reason of the tariff, and if the higher wages 
he pays are compensated for fully by the 
greater amount of work he gets out of his men, 
then none of the benefit of protection goes to 
the latter but all of it to the employer. 
Therefore the profits of the mill-owner must 
be very great. If so why is he allowing the 
American market to be supplied in part by 
foreign fabrics# If it is in his power to make 
10 or 20 or 50 or 100 per cent on his goods why 
does he sit inert and allow a foreigner to de- 
prive him of such profits? Is it in American 
human nature fora man to remain content 
with what he has when by investing a little 
more capital and enlarging his plant he can 
make cent per cent on the investment? And 
why don’t thousands of other capitalists rush 
into this superprofitable business? Will the 
wise man of Louisville unriddle this puzzle? 

The long and the short of it is that Mr. 
Watterson and his party are trying to throw 
open American ports to the cheap-labor cheap 
goods of Europe. Were that done the wage 
scale of this country, in protected and unpro- 
tected industries alike, would necessarily drop 
to the vicinity of that of the Old World. But 
if American workingmen believed that such 
would be the case they would never cast 
another vote for a Democratic candidate who 
advocated free trade with Europe. Hence 
these efforts of Mr. Watterson and others to 
persuade them that their wages are unin- 
fluenced by the tariff and would not be re- 
duced were it done away with—that they are 
paid more than European workmen simply 
and solely because they do more and work 
twice or three times as fast, which they well 
know is nonsense. The editor of the Courier- 
Journal claims he has statistics to prove this. 
If so, let him produce them, for he has not 
done so yet. He should “ put up or shut up.” 


LESS WILD TALK OF RETALIATION IN 
FRANCE 


According to the cablegrams yesterday 
from Paris, the French are beginning to come 
to their senses, and retaliation talk is not as 
popular with them as it was a few days ago. 
The Lyons silk manufacturers have met and 
decided that such a policy would hurt them 
infinitely more than it would help them. 
Some of them called attention to the fact that 
the tariff war with Italy had cost Lyons, 
already, business worth a million anda half of 
dollars, and asked what the consequences 
would be if the United States were to put pro- 
hibitory duties on French silks and the thir- 
teen million dollars’ worth of goods sent there

wheat is already taxed 27 cents a bushel, which 
makes it practically prohibitory, and keeps 
out cheap food of the people.

would not be long before it could make every- 
thing it buys from there except some frip- 
peries which it would be better without. it 
can make its own silks, satins, bonnets, gloves, 
cosmetics, and woolens and produce its own 
wines. 

Ten years ago the French American trade 
was on an even keel. The imports and ex- 
ports were about equal. At present, includ- 
ing the purchases of traveling Americans, 
a dollar’s worth of French goods paid for 
in American produce is also paid for in Amer- 
ican gold. That process of milking the coun- 
try of its precious metals has lasted long 
enough. It is cool and insolent for the Gauls 
to talk of “retaliation ’’ when they ship twice 
as much goods to the United States as they 
buy from us, and, besides, prohibit our sound 
and healthy pork on a lying and slanderous pre- 
tense that itis unsound. Besides all this, 
when did France consult our Government and 
ask its permission to raise her tariff on Amer- 
ican products? Why should we ask permis- 
sion of France to raise our tariff on our own 
consumers, who must pay the increased cost 
of the goods, although the effect may be to 
manufacture them in this country instead of 
buying them in France? 


“T00 HARD ON RAILROADS.” 

The annual report by the Chairman of the 
Board of Directors of the Chicago and East- 
ern Illinois railroad, an abstract of which was 
printed in Tun Trisunsz of Saturday, is an 
interesting and euggestive document. It calls 
attention to the steady diminution in the rates 
of transportation which has marked the his 
tory of the last few years, which has resulted 
in a depression to five mills per ton per mile 
for the carrying of bituminous coal and only 
six cents on all the business of the line, 
though the average distance of the haul is but 
125 miles. A large aggregate of transporta- 
tion business done at these figures gives to 
the line an appearance of prosperity when 
it is alleged the company is barely paying 
its way on the present basis of property 
values. : 

It is hinted that this and parallel conditions 
elsewhere have been brought about by well- 
intended but inconsistent legislation by near- 
ly every State in the Union, on the top of 
which has come the Inter-State Commerce 
law, which seems to be in conflict with some 
of the others, while each provides “ vindictive 
punishment to the railroad official who dis- 
obeys, no matter what the circumstances.“ 
The business of no line that runs through two 
or three States can be made to conform to all 
the several requirements, and for that reason 
many of these (State) laws must prove to be 
dead letters. The result of carrying out the 
greater law in its entirety, as now interpreted 
by the commission, would benefit a few of 
the stronger lines, but bankrupt a majority of 
the rest and be a great injury to the people as 
a whole. The Chairman also thinks the pub- 
lic is tiring in the vigor of its unconscious 
persecution of railroad properties and man- 
agement, leaving room to hope for better re- 
sults in the future. 

The preliminary statement may be admitted 
without conceding that the railroads are them- 
selves to blame for most if not all of the un- 
pleasant features complained of. They 
brought it about by a course of arbitrary 
conduct which was so unjust that the public 
rose almost as one man in protest against the 
mischie vous policy of * making the traffic pay 
all it would bear except to a few favored in- 
dividuals and giving to them advantages 
which cut off competition from others, a pol- 
icy doubly odious, as it was originated and 
actualized by a set of men who were ostensibly 
servants of the public. The gains under this 
kind of management were so great as to enable 
the wirepullers of the system to double up on 
the issue of securities, and that in turn at- 
tracted to the scene a flock of human vultures 
who went into the busmess of railroad build- 
ing for the sake of the meat in the jobs. 
Naturally enough the people became tired of 
this and demanded a reform. They may have 
insisted on too much in some directions, 
but this has been chiefly due to the 
interlacing of legfslation following the dis- 
covery that State efforts’ to reform 
the evil did not avail. There is thus a double 
set of preventive measures in many cases 
where one good comprehensive National act 
would be much better alone. It may be true, 
and probably is so, that the public is less anx- 
ious now thana few years ago to interfere 
with railroad management and limit its pow- 
ers, But that is far from proving there was 
not sufficient provocation for such inter- 
ference before it was undertaken. The result 
simply shows that the common sense of the 
average citizen recognizes the fact that the 
greater and more monstrous evils of the past 
have been cut down to small dimensions if 
not entirely abolished, Seeing that the agita- 
tion has been productive of vast good he has 
less of a motive now for demanding the insti- 
tution of additional checks on wrong doing, 
and may even be willing to admit it as possi- 
ble that in some particulars more was insisted 
on than would have been deemed advisable if 
one could have surveyed in advance the whole 
field of action and its results. But there is no 
doubt in regard to the necessity of the Na- 
tional interference in behalf of the public or 
that its wisdom in whole, if not in detail, was 
justified by the outcome. 

There is no disposition on the part of the 
right-minded citizen to jubilate over the diffi- 
culties which the railroad managements have 
experienced in trying to reconcile past iniqui- 
tous policies with the just demands of the 
people as embodied in the laws passed within 
the last few years for their regulation and re- 
straint, There is no wish to see them un- 
justly suffer or the owners of the property de- 
barred from receiving a fair return on the 
outlay of their capital. But the people are 
not willing to submit again to pooling ar- 
rangements under which the plea of neces- 
sity could be advanced to justify the charging 
of vastly unequal rates for equal amounts of 
service and the general public be discrim- 
inated against in the interest of a few per- 
sons or places favored by the manage- 
ment either with or without direct corruption 
on the part of the latter. Neither can the 
people calmly entertain the proposition to al- 
low rates to be put to a point that will permit 
the paying of full dividends on vast quantities 
of “water that have been injected into the 
securities of the lines by persons who thought 
they were making a good thing out of dis- 
counting a future rise in values. It is desira- 
ble that rates for passenger and freight trans- 
portation be sufficiently high to pay a fair 
percentage on the actual value of the property 
owned by the companies, and exceedingly im- 
probable that anything more than that will be 
consented to in the future, whatever pressure 
may be brought to bear in favor of allowing 
more than that. The public cannot forget 
that the actual cost of transportation has been 
so much reduced as to render comparisons 
with those ofa few years ago unfair if not 
misleading, and it will insist in the future on 
being allowed its full share in the benefit of 
the cheapening, as in most other cases where

A pispatcns from Indianapolis yesterday 
states that the attempt to pipe natural gas 
from Kokomo, Ind., to this city has been 
abandoned after the outlay of some $300,000 
and the partial or complete placing of about 
100 miles of pipe. It is probable the 
decision was arrived at because of the dis- 
covery that gas could not be successfully 
piped so great a distance and then dis- 
tributed at a profit in competition with other 
kinds of fuel already at the service of the 
people of Chicago. Before the work was 
undertaken IAI Trisunz stated that experts 
in the Pittsburg region, who are practically 
acquainted with the possibilities and impossi- 
bilities of gas distribution, had declared posi- 
tively that gas could not be pumped 
through so great a distance, but men promi- 
nent in the scheme were assured to the con- 
trary and undertook the work only to give it 
up after the outlay above noted. The idea 
of abandonment because thecity authorities 
would not let the pipes come in cannot be en- 
tertained by any one who knows what can be 
accomplished by the judicious (?) use of a few 
thousand dollars in the shape of boodle dis- 
tributed among the “‘scaly’’ part of the City 
Council, and there is some room for the claim 
that the company could have successfully as- 
serted its right to come in without the expendi- 
ture of a dollar in bribery. ‘The only reason- 
able cause for giving up the scheme is the dis- 
covery that the difficulty of forcing an elastic 
fluid through a tube at the highspeed required 
for distribution in commercial quantities in- 
creases with a diminution in the specific 
gravity. If the men at the head of the move- 
ment had taken advice from the Pittsburg ex- 
perts they would not only have saved the 
$300,000 laid out but have avoided the laugh 
which always greets those who invite the 
Scriptura] taunt, “This man began to build 
and was not able to finish.” 


Tun English manufacturers are preparing 
to accept the American tariff situation, Two 
members of a great Bradford silk plush house 
have come to this country to get a site and 
start mills, so says a cablegram from London. 
They see that a certaim portion of their trade 
has left them forever, unless they pack up and 
follow it. So they will bring to America the 
capital and the men they have been employing 
in England in the manufacture of plushes for 
this market, leaving behind them men and 
capital enough to attend to all other markets, 
their hold on which is not loosened by the Mo- 
Kinley bill, but rather strengthened, as their 
writers and statesmen have pointed out. 

The move is a sensible one. It will be prof- 
itable to this country, which will feed in whole 
a number of workmen whom it has been feed- 
ing but in part. It will also house and clothe 
them, which it has not done at all. The pro- 
ductive labor of these men will be exchanged 
entirely for the products of the labor of other 
Americans. England will gain, for the con- 
gestion in the labor market there will be re- 
lieved and the pressure on the poor rates 
lessened. And, in the long run, the American 
consumer will find her silk plushes will not cost 
her much more. For goods always cost less 
when producer and consumer live side by side 
than when the food of the producer has to be 
shipped to him across the Atlantic thousands 
of miles, and his goods have to be shipped 
back again in the same expensive fashion. 
These wise Englishmen, instead of calling on 
their Government to seek revenge by retalia- 
tion for them as some of their Continental 
foolish brethren are doing, are going to settle 
down in America beside their customers and 
stick to them as closely as to a brother.

WILL BE AN EXPENSIVE ELECTION. 


The Cost of Voting Under the New Law in 
Indiana Considerably Increased. 

Is DIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. 19.—[Special.]— 
The Indiana Election Board has placed by sel- 
egraph the largest order for inking pads ever 
given in America. The board has decided to 
supply each of the 3,000 precincts in the State 
with three self-inking pads, upon which the 
voter may prepare his stamp for business. 
Immediately upon this decision having been 
arrived at the telegraph was used, and it was 
ascertained that there were only 2,200 of the 
pads in stock in the United States. These 
were taken and orders were distributed among 
all the manufacturers for 6,800 more. 
will be furnished rapidly to the board, and as 
fast as received will be distributed to the pre- 
eincts. 

Preparations for the election are making on 
an extensive scale. The State’s expenses alone 
will be $20,000. The additional expense to the 
counties is estimated at halfa million. The 
State furnishes the sample ballots to be posted 
on 
names of the State candidates, 10,000 ink pads, 
three small metallic tubes of ink to each of 
the 3,000 precincts, and to each election board 
four copies of the election law and

All the election offi- 
cers will be voters, Their pay will vary from 
$1.50 to $5 each. .

Failure of the Negotiations Between En- 
gland and Italy—The Tempest in the 
Portuguese Teapot Simmers Down—

Cause,

Loxpox, 18.—The failure of the nego- 
tiations between England and Italy is due en- 
tirely to the Italian demand for Kassala. To 
surrender Kassala is, in the judgment of 
Egyptian experts, impossible. England is a 
trustee for Egypt, and she cannot sacrifice 
Egyptian interests. Still less can she abandon 
a post which is vital. The Soudan is vital to 
Egypt. Berber, says Sir Samuel Baker, is the 
key to the Soudan. But Kassala is the key to 
Berber. The French rejoiced in the rupture, 
which they hoped might cool the existing 
good-will between Italy and England. But of 
alienation or resentment on either side there 
is no sign, 

The tempest in the Portuguese teapot has 
simmered down and the crisis is over for the 
moment. A Cabinet has been formed by Gen. 
Chrysostomo, whose name is a reminiscence of 
the Eastern Church, with a slight flavor of 
opera bouffe. He is 80 years old. His first 
act is to repudiate the Anglo-Portuguese 
agreement, the English steamers meantime 
having gone up the Zambezi. Portugal prob- 
ably hopes that France will intervene. France 
has refused todo anything of the kind, but 
hope springs eternal in the Portuguese breast. 
To induce the English people to take Portu- 
= seriously is impossible. It is only the 

‘oreign Office which — on a grave face 
amid these difficulties. There is, however, a 
strong republican party in Portugal, and a 
revolution is possible any day, probable 
no long time hence, unless some different so- 
lution from the present be discovered by the 
monarch, 

Moderation of Continental Socialists, 
Proceedings at the various Socialist con- 
resses on the Continent are of little interest. 

What is the most striking about the speeches 

is the tone of comparative moderation. 

Herren Bebel and Liebknecht, perhaps their 

two foremost men, both declare against out- 

rages and even »recate the use of violent 
measures except under necessity. They do 
not, however, speak for the Anarchist party of 

Europe. The most serious proposal of the 

Socialists proper is a proposal to go rather 

largely into the newspaper business. Thus 

should the peoples of benighted countries 
be converted. In England, sovialistic agi- 
tation, including strikes and rumors of 
strikes, has been less than for some time 
past. Even the corn porters at the docks have 
gone to work. The great Australian strike 
seems to have colla . Mr, Champion, the 

English Socialist, who went out to look after 

it, telegraphs to Mr. Burns that things have 

been mismanaged and no amount of money 
from England can save the strike from fail- 
ure. The employers have held together and 
refused concessions, and are the masters of 
the situation. 

Still Vexed by the Tariff. 

The McKinley tariff continues to vex the 
soul of the Briton. The latest lament comes 
from Sir Thomas Farrer, a respectable relic 
of Cobden’s time, formerly permanent secre- 
tary of the Board of Trade, and now Vice- 
Chairman of that amazing body known as the 
London County Council. He beiongs to 
the Mount Sinai division of free- 
traders. Free trade to him is not a doctrine; 
it isa gospel. Tears stream down his cheeks 
as he moans out this bill has given dee 


cause for regret to many true friends of se.f- 


government, who see that a pure democracy 
is capable of acts of jobbery as gross and of 
acts of folly as suicidal as have been commit- 
ted by absolute monarchies or by oligarchies.“

He 
is furious, thinks John Bull, to whom the 
Western farmer is a perennial comfort. But 
Sir Thomas Farrar has improvod upon him. 
He has heard of the Vermont farmer who is 
going to get down his rifle. What he will do 
with his rifle when he has got it down is left 
to conjecture. ; 

But there is really noend nor limitto the 
nonsense the English free-trader now talks 
about the American tariff, and not only talks 
but seems to believe. This week’s prize may 
be divided between Sir Thomas and the Spec- 
tator, which advises its American allies, since 
free trade is an unpopular ex ression, to call 
it The Tariff of the Pilgrim Fathers. How 
popular that would be in Virginia. 

Hurt the Cause of Home Rule. 

The uews of Megsrs. Dillon and O’Brien’s 
arrival at Cherbourg was received in blank 
silence by the Gladstonian press. Neither the 
Daily News nor any English home-rule organ 
which I have seen offers them congratulations 
or expresses any 22 in their escape, or 
refers to their flight in any way whatever, ex- 
cept as a matter of news, and even as news no 
prominence is given to the topic. The truth

SINGING AT THE WORLD’s FAIR. 


Arrangements Befhg Made for a Chorus 
of a Thousand Children, 

William L. Tomlins will withia a few days 
begin preparations for training 1,000 children 
to give a series of entertainments during the 
World’s Fair. 

Mr. Tomlins made a proposition to the local 
Board of Directors to take charge of such an 
entertainment some time ago, and he has the 
honor of being the first man to propose an 
outside scheme in connection with the Fair 
that has received official indorsement. The 
Executive Committee of the board considered 
the plan, decided that it would make an iu- 
teresting and attractive feature of the Fair, 
and gave Mr. Tomlins the indorsement that 
he asked. 

Under instruction from the committee Sec- 
retary Butterworth sent the following com-

Mr. Tomlins expresses himself as satisfied 
with the conditions, and says that he will be- 
gin work at once. He believes that it will 
moreover be of value as an exhibition of 
musical education upon an American, not to 
say Chicago, plan. g 

Besides the vocal culture incident to Prof. 
Tomlins’ teaching, the present classes will re- 
ceive a most thorough and comprehensive edu- 
cation in the foundation of music. In order 
to prepare them for tests in sight-seeing, 
which are to be given in public, pieces by the 
best composers will be privately printed and dis- 
tributed upon the stage and sung at first sight. 
In this direction Prof, Tomlins thinks that 
taking the classes now, and carefully grading 
them as to age, and continuing the training 
for the entire time between now and the Fair, 
fine results can be obtained. The training 
will be of great useto the children, while the 
sentiment of r part in am A gt or 
crowning glory of t young er will also 
be pleasant to have in after life. As there are 
no funds for defraying the expenses of this 
instruction the pupils will be charged $5 each 
per year to cover the expenses for books, 
rooms, exercises, superintendence, etc. 


Mr. Wells’ Schemes. 


Rufus Gibbon Wells has prepared a general 
outline of his scheme for a captive balloon. 
He asks for a space of 500 feet square on the 
Fair grounds, and says that his balloon will 
ascend to the height of one mile, being held 
by a powerful cable attached to an engine of 

horse power. He would also have another 
balloon to be used for scientific experiments. 
The latter would ascend to greater height and 
would be controlled by an electric motor so 
that it could be propelled in any direction. 
This could also be used for aerial excursions 
over Chicago and Lake Michigan. 

Another scheme he describes as follows: 

A great aerial machine made of steel and alu- 
minium, which will carry oneorn persons sev- 
eral miles in height over an army. for observing 
the movements of the enemy and for the purpose 
of throwing dynamite down upon the foe, or a 
warship, and also for 2 0 phs of the 
enemy's camp, forts, or positions. is invention 
* without gas and is quite different from a 


oon. It can be used when the wind is too 
strong for balloons. This 2 I hope to be 
able to use at the Columbian Fair, and to demon- 
strate its great value to any Government, for war 
purposes. 

Mr. Wells also wants a cyclorama, 900 feet 
in circumference, on which all the nations will 
be represented, with the greatest cities, ruins, 
monuments, etc. He would show on it Gen. 
Grant’s tour of the world, and Stanley’s 
march across Africa. 

Mr. Wells is prolific of ideas. He next sug- 
gests a cyclorama of „ 600 feet in cir- 
cumference and fifty feet high, which would 
represent the principal events in modern and 
ancient history. Then he proposes a globe 
360 feet in circumference. representing the 
earth, and this Mr. Wells would use to illus- 
trate lectures on the travels of great ex- 
plorers. He closes by stating that he has in- 
vented a number of games that he would like 
to have introduced. 

Mr. Wells’ various schemes, however, have 
not- yet been acted upon. The Executive
